Jackson might have done so if he had thought 
it for the best interests of the country, but «4 
less arbitrary President would hesitate long 
before going so far. 


THE CURRENCY PROBLEM. 

Advices from Washington indicate that the 
free silver men will dominate the Democratic 
reorganization of the Senate. They have ex- 
acted a pledge that no pronounced anti-silver 
man shall be put on the Finance committee, 
and in other ways are showing the tiger’s 
claw. It looks as if it might be difficult for 
President Cieveland to carry out his declared 
policy of sustaining the parity of the ‘circula- 
tion, if he defer action till after the principal 
part of the patronage has been dispensed, the 
ultra silverites bemg determined to carry 
their point as far as possible, They are not 
content that the country is now using silver 
and silver paper exclusively, except the 
national bank note issues, all the gold and 
gold certificates being as effectively driven 
out of actual circulation as was gold during 
the war. They are sufficiently insane to want 
that silver and silver paper rated with a buy- 
ing power one-third less than it has at present. 
They seem to have no idea of the fact, obvious 
to every business man who thinks of it for a 
few minutes, that such shrinkage would mean 
g corresponding reduction in the workmg 
value of all the capital in the country, and to 
that important extent reduce not only the 
cash” in actual circulation, but the fifteen 
tines greater amount of bank credit of which 
that cash is the basis. thus effecting a paraly- 
sis in mercantile and manufacturing circles 
all over the United States, which must react 
disastrously upon all other interests. 

President Cleveland is understood to have 
resolved to issue bonds should that step be re- 
‘quired to preserve the credit of the govern- 
‘ment and the integrity of the currency. But 
any such bond issue could be no more than a 
mere makeshift while the exciting cause of 
the gold drain is aliowed to continue. That 
cause is a monthly accumulation of a silver 
load, already too heavy for real safety, which 
has filled the country with silver and silver 
paper so thoroughly that gold is no longer of- 
fered to the Treasury in payment of customs 
duties except in small driblets. If this accu- 
mulation is allowed to go on it will simply in- 
crease the danger which it is proposed to meet 
now by the purchase of bonds. The real dif: 
ficulty will grow as the day of solution is 
deferred, as interest piles ip by compounding 
when a note is past due. And the difficulty of 
meeting the demands of the situation in this 
case will increase all the faster if the matter 
be put off till the free silverites in the Nation- 


ent of Presidential views and wishes. 

It thus becomes a grave question if Presi- 
dent Cleveland can afford to refrain from call- 
ing a special session of Congress to repeal the 
purchasing portion of the Sherman act of July 
14, 1890. Itis not impossible such repeal 
would be agreed to now, and less probable it 
could be carried if the attempt were deferred 
to the next regular session.If this view of the 
case be correct it would seem to be an imper- 
ative duty to issue the call. It would be still 
better if the repeal of the requirement to pur- 
chase 4,500,000 ounces of silver each month 
were accompanied by an order to redeem with 
silver at its bullion value the Treasury notes 
that have been issued in payment for the sil- 
ver purchased during the last two and a haif 
years. This would be doing the holders of 
these notes full justice and remove se much 
of the present pressure for gold that in all 
probability our stock of the yellow metal 
would soon exceed the amount deemed pru- 
dent to hold as a guarantee for the paper 
against which .it is legally pledged. It is not 
safe to defer longer the repeul of the purchas- 
ing portion of the Sherman act. It is not hon- 
est to deliver out less than a dollar’s worth of 
silver in redemption of every collar named 
on the certificates issued against it. 


THE GRAND NAVAL RBEVIEW NEXT 
MONTH. 

When the World’s Fair was given to Chi- 
cago an attempt was made to soothe the 
wounded feelings of the sorely disappointed 
New-Yorkers by making provisions for a 
grand neval review to be held in the harbor of 
that city during April, just prior to the open- 
ing of the Fair. It was ordered that all the 
availabie vessels of the United States navy 
should rendezvous at Hampton Roads, that 
foreign nations should be invited to send ships 
of war there, and that the united fleets go 
from the place of meeting to New York Bay. 

Some time ago it was decided that the re. 
view should be held the 26th of next month. 
Application has been made to the Secretary 
of the Navy to change the date to the 20th, so 
that persons who wished wo aee this great 8 pec- 
tacle and also to bein Chicago May 1 can do 
so without difficulty, but he has refused, prob- 
ably because he doubts whether all the vessels 
can be got together in time. So the rendez. 
vous must take place the 24th of next month, 
and two days later the fleet wili reach New 
York.

THE NEW BUILDING ORDINANCE, 

The revised building ordinance for this city 
passed the Council] by a hanasome majority at 
its last meeting. Its principal provisions have 
been described in Taz Txrisunz. It establishes 
a Department of Buildings, embracing a Com- 
missioner who is required to be an experienced 
architect, civil engimeer, or builder, and in- 
spectors who are required to have been skilled 
laborers, and who must pass an examination 
before a committee consisting of one member 
from each of four named organizations, 
These officials are empowered to enter all 
buildings for the purpose of ascertaining if 
the provisions of the ordinance are complied 
with, and appeal to a board of arbitration is 
permitted in case the department decides that 
work in process of construction 1 insecure. 
The department has authority to order that 
dangerous walls shall be torn down, where the 
dangerous condition resulte from fire or ex- 
plosion, but in all other cases the decision on 
this point must be made by a board of arbi- 
tration consisting of the Commissioner, Presi- 
dent of the Illinois Chapter of the American 


Institute of Architects, and the President of . 


the Builders and Traders’ Exchange, or their 
appointees. 

The ordinance prescribes the minimum 
thickness allowed for walls of other stated 
dimensions and provides for security of foun- 
dations, specifying the amount of pressure tq 
the square foot allowed to the different zinds 
of “soil ” in the city. Also it regulates the 
sizes of girders and pillars according to the 
strain to which iron-work will be subjected, 
as shown by formule given in the ordinance, 
And it puts a limit on the height to which 
buildings may be carried, placing it at 130 
feet, which is high enough in spite of the ap- 
peals made by some for a much more sky- 
scraping figure. It ws evident that the danger 
from fire and the ¢ongestion of travel in the 
streets below increases more rapidly than the 
height, while there remains the fact that the 
percentage of useful room on all the lower 
floors is reduced by every story that is piled 
on at the top, this because of the greater area 
required for elevator service. ‘he fire danger 
from very high buildings is not limited to 
their occupants, and that from possible earth 
tremors is not so small that it can be pra- 
dently negiected. - 

The ordinance is a good one, Let it be lived 
up to. Of courseit isofno use to impreds 
upan the attention of officials who are soon to 
retire what their successors in office ought to 
do, but itis not too early to tell the psople 
that it rests with. them to say whether the 
buildmg ordinance and other provisions for 
} good municipal government shall be lived up 
to oF not.” The Commissioner is to be ap- 
pointed by'the Mayor, and if the next Mayor 
be a man wkto cares more for the politicians 
than for the taxpayers, we can no more éx- 
pect him to appoint a good Commissioner 
than we.can look to see grapes grow on a 
thorn bush or to gather figs from athistle. If 
there is in the next Council a majority which 
sympathizes with the prize-fighters, the saloon- 
keepers, and the gamblers it will be idle to 
count on an honest and capable force of in- 
spectors, because if a few men of that class 
should get on the force they would soon be 
squeezed out of it by the bumming element in 
the Council. We should have no better service 
than that which it is hoped to supersede, and 
that has been——. It would take up + much 
room to tell all, and a partial recital would 
not be justice either to the department or the 
taxpayers, It is of the highest importance that 
the citizens of Chicago should unite for the 
World’s Fair year in choosing and electing an 
efficient administration for the good of the 
city. 


GOV. ALTGELD “ARD THE GENERAL AS&- 
SEMBLY, 

Gov. Altgeld, alarmed at the do-nothing 
policy and methods of the Democratic major- 
ity in the General Assembly at Springfield, 
appeared before the party caucus Wednesday 
to nrge a radical change of policy. He 
warned the Democratic Representatives and 
Senators that the people will hold them respon- 
sible for the waste of time as Springfield and 
the waste of the public money also. He re- 
minded them that most of the pledges which 
‘they made to the people have not been ful- 
filled. He might have told them that the ses- 
sion thus far has been mainly occupied with 
the introduction, reference, and discussion of 
measures many ot which have a strong black- 
mailing tendency. But that might have of- 
fer.ded Mr. Altgeld’s party friends. Most of 
the sandbagging bills have been introduced 
by them. 

It must be said also that the Governor’s ad- 
dress to the caucus, so far as it has been re- 
ported, is not as suggestive nor as helpful as 
it might have been. He urges the passage of 
a compulsory law which will not interfere 
with -parentai rights. Such a measure ought 
to be passed, but the Democrats seem to be 
afraid to pass one lest it should contain a pro- 
vision offending some voter. He urges econ- 
omy in the appropriation bills, but the Demo- 
crats cannot do much better in that direction 
than the Republicans did when they were in 
control. 

The Governor is silent as to most of the re- 
forms suggested in his inaugural message. 
What about the good roads legislation? What 
has become of his scheme for the reforn? of 
the jurisprudence system of the State? Has 
he nothing to say about abolishing the “ use- 
less”’ State boards? Has he forgotten all 
about his schemes for the improvement of 
municipal government in the State, especially 
in Chicego? 

On only one subject has he ventured to de- 
clare himself at this time as strongly as he 
declared himself in the inaugural address. 
And for even this let us be thankful. He rec- 
ommends legislation which will make it sure 
that the people of the State have the benefit 
of the mterest on the public funds. Séveral 
bills have been introduced in the House and 
Senate dealing with the question. The best 
and most comprehensive is that presen‘ed in 
the House by Representative Kent of Cook. 
It is now in the hands of a subcommittee of 
the Finance committee of the House. It was 
prepared by Corporation Counsel Miller of 
this city. It refers to County and City as well

The second rule is that asa general thing 
the Democratic officeholgers of 1885-’89 shail 
not be reappointed. This will be a sore dis- 
appointment to many of them who worked in 
1888 ana 1892 for the renomination and re- 
election of Cleveland, confident that he would 
reward them by continuing them in office or 
giving them their old positious. They will 
say he is ungrateful when he declares now 
that it is his intention te give the preference 
to the young and rising Democrats who have 
pever known how sweet it is to hold a Federal 
office. 

Yet the President is true to an old Demo- 
cratic principle in acting thus. The Demo- 
cratic cry was ‘‘rotation in office.” That 
does not mean merely the replacement of Re. 
publicans by Democrats, but the replacement 
of Democrats who way have had places for 
four years by another set of men belonging 
to that party, It means that all Democrats 
should have ap equal chance at the offices. 

Speaking generally it ie wise that the prefer- 
ence should be givento young men. They 
will render more efficient service, This is pe- 
culiarly true of the young men of the Dem- 
ocratic party, as compared with the veteran 
mossbacks of that politicaborganization, who 
have not learned that anything has changed 
since 1861. The only objection to appointing 
the juniors instead of the seniors is that a 
large percentage of the former may be con- 
verted into chronic officeseekers, while if 
not given government positions they may re- 
main useful members of the community. 

The third rule 1s that newspaper editors 
shall not be appointed except in special in- 
stances. This rule 1s not designed for the 
protection of the public service but for that 
of the editors themselves. While an editor 
does not necessarily surrender an iota of his 
independence by accepting an vffice and is 
not necessarily under the least obligation to 
the giver—the obligation may be on the other 
side—yet it is sometimes difficult to make 
the public believe that a paper whose editur 
takes an office does net thereby drop to a 
lower grade and become an “ official organ,” 
from which adulation fs to be expected and 
not candid and impartial opinion. 

So while the enforcement of this rule may 
deprive Mr. Cleveland of the services of many 
good men whom he would like to have under 
him—for instance Messrs. Dana, Watterson, 
and Carter H. Harrison—yet it should be 
lived up to, Then the people will know that 
whatever these and other officeless editors 
may have to say Concerning the President

PRIZE "RING ALDERKEN, 

One Chicago Alderman is reported to have 
been present at the prize fight in New Orleans, 
and many of those whe remainedin the city 
were so much excited over the event that it 
was difficult to confine their attenthon to mat- 
ters before the Council, The Chairman “had 
considerable difficulty in keeping the Alder- 
men in the chamber.”’ One of them moved 
to adjourn, and the excitement was only 
allayed when another of the illustrious assem- 
blage rose and said: “So as to relieve all 
anxiety on the part of the Council I will state 
that Fitzsimmons was knocked out in the 
fourth round."’ What an exhibition to precede 
by a few weeks the opening of the Worild’s 
Fair in the city of which these admirers of the 
prize ring are the distinguished representa- 
tives! What.an admirable safeguard to the 
morals of these Aldermen and the voters who 
put them in office is furnished by the Con- 
gressional provision that the gates of the Fair 
must be closed Sundays! 

Is there another regularly organized body 
of citizens in Chicago who, if assem- 
bled for business last Wednesday even- 
ing, would have manifested so much 
interest’ in the brutal business at New 
Orleans as did these Chicago Aldermen? 
Probably not. The rowdy element in the 
Council—and unfortunately it is a large one 
—stands out in disgraceful prominence as the 
only one that could thus deliberately adver- 
tise itself to the public as associating with, 
aiding, abetting, and admiring the thieves, 
blacklegs, bullies, and other disreputables 
who compose the crowd that gathers around 
the prize rmg. Surely there should be 
enough of the decent element in this city to 
administer at the polls a severe rebuke to the 
fellows who have thus publicly exposed their 
affiliation with the moral slums and show 
their interest in a prize fight to be so great as 
to prevent attention to the duty they are paid 
to perform. It is many years since the Coun- 
cil chamber of Chicago was degraded to such 
an extent as Wednesday evening, and the peo- 
ple who favor decency owe it to themselves to 
see to it that such an exhibition shall not oc. 
cur again.- They can do this by proving at 
the polls that they do not want thugs or those 
who associate with thugs to represent them in 
the Council. 


AN ELECTIVE BOARD OF EDUCATION NOT 
WANTED. 

A Chicago Representative who ought to 
know better has introduceda bill for the 
election by popular vote of the members 
of the Board of Education. He make. 
provision for a President to be electe. 
annually and twenty-one other members to 
hold office for three years. If this bill were 
to pass the board would drop with a dull thud 
to the level of the County Board or of tha 
Council. Those who are holding office now 
as appointees of the Mayor have their faults. 
They have been given largely to crude fads 
of various kinds. ‘hey have been extrava- 
gant in the erection and maintenance of 
buildings and have spent im those and other 
ways nuch more money than they ought to. 

To substitute for such ¢ board with all its 
faults one elected by the people would be like

The new 
company is to be capitalized under the laws of 
New York at fifteen to eighteen million dol- 
lars. The additional capital needed to be put 
in, if any, is said to.have been secured, Of 
course a statement of objects is made. These 
are to eliminete competition and thus cut 
down expenses. The. people concerned insist 
that the contemplated stock company will not 
be in any sense a trust, and aver they would 
not under any circumstances defy thd Federal 
law by forniing one. But a foul carcass under 
any other name would smell as badly as if it 
were called a trust.

Disinfection of Rags. : 

Commenting on the report from New York that 
cholera infected rags had been imported on the 
steamer State of Alabama, Surgeon Hamilton of 
the United States Marine Hospital said yester- 
day: “In this case there is no certainty that the 
rags have been infected with cholera. It is not 
even probable that they havecome from a cholera 
infected district as the shipment is supposed to 
have been accompauied by a consular certiticate. 
Not only 1s infection from choleratobe feared, 
but the rags may communicate smallpox. scarlet- 
fever, anthrax, and other dise here is no 
safeguard that is of any use and that wili not in- 
terfere with commercial affairs except disinfeo- 
tion by heat, perferably with steam apparatus.

found an open penknife and a crushed orange 
on the eot, The body seemed to have been 
thrown forcibly on the orange.

FILIBUSTERS TO MOVE ON CUBA. 


An Expedition to Start from Key West— 
Siam Up to thé Times. 

J.C. Dornin of Cuba said atthe Palmer 
yesterday: “A filibustering .expedition will 
sail shortly from Key West against one of the 
Central American States with the view of lib- 
erating Cuba from Spanish rule. This expe- 
dition 1s composed aimost ‘entirely of native 
Cubans, A small, fleet steamer has been pur- 
chased in Philadelphia and vw now on the way 
to Key West partly loaded with ammunition 
and arms sufficient to supply a small army.

It is 
also true that he is credited with having made 
a big fortune on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. We have no definite information, 
bowever, that Mr. Keene is interested in the 
present deal. Ibis said that ‘Sandy’ Eggle- 
ston now controls 6,000,000 bushels of cash 
wheat in thw market and that John Cudahy is 
also jargely interested. It is current gossip 
on the board that a Chicago syndicate is be- 
hind the deal.

Two days after the dinner some of these 
anti-snappers called on Mr. Cleveland. They 
went into his room in the Victoria Hotel full 
of confidence and enthusiasm, and an hour 
later they were the saddest men who ever went 
forth from Cleveland’s presence. What hap- 
pened in that hour they never said, but what 
happened immediately after every body knows.

When they 
asked Croker if Cleveland expected to be 
malignant 1n his treatment of Tammany, that 
unique boss replied: *‘* He has kept his agree- 
ment and crushed the anti-snappers, and we 
are going to keep ours and wait until he sends 
for us before we ask for any patronage. We 
have promised not to bother him and we are 
going to keep our part of the pledge.” 

This is the reason why there are no appli- 
cants for the important Federal offices in New 
York City excepting those made by a few 
audacious mugwumps. It is the reason why 
the State Democracy of New York’ seems 
quiet and indifferent, while Democrats from 
other States are descending upon Washington 
like the Goths and Vandals.
